1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon close review of 
the claims, the prior art, and applicant's remarks it appears that the allowance of claims 2-6 and 
37-39 are appropriate. 

The method for providing wired line telephone and mobile telephone cross-usage of U.S. 
Application Publication No. 2001/0003706 by Warburton is equivalent to the claimed activating 
call forwarding of incoming wired line telephone calls to a subscriber's mobile telephone. 
Although Warbuton teaches incoming calls over the fixed exchange line with a primary or 
alternative number are forwarded to a subscriber's mobile telephone (section 0005, lines 14-18; 
section 0006, lines 1-8; section 0023, lines 1-21), Warburton fails to teach seizing by said CPE 
cradle of a wired line by going off-hook, placing a telephone call to a subscriber's Local 
Exchange Carrier (LEO end office (EO), and communicating by said CPE cradle key sequences 
and a call forwarding telephone number that causes the LEC's existing call forwarding feature to 
be activated or de-activated .
